A revised version of the draft Policy Memorandum 
by FCDA, which incorporated changes accepted by the FCDA as 
a result of discussion in the Senior NSC Staff, including 
those changes contained in the reference memo, was transmitted 
to the Council as NSC 131/1. Supporting staff study prepared 
by the FCDA was also transmitted by the reference memo for 
Council information. The Council at its meeting on June 18 , 
with the Federal Civil Defense Administrator participating, 
discussed NSC 131 and NSC 131/1 and deferred action thereon 
(NSC Action No. 651). Awaiting further study by the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration in the light of the discussion 
at the Council meeting. 
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
